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DEATH OF 
AN OLD 

SETTLER 

On Saturday evening, July 20, at about 
C o'clock occurred the death of Charles C. 
Tiffany at his home west of town. He was 
born In Cambridgeshire, England, on Sep- 
tember 27, 1823, andjarhen a lad of 7 years 
he left England and came to this country, 
making his home in Canada till the year 
of 1853, when he came to Illinois and that 
state has been bis home ever since, a period 
of 52 years. In tha year of I860 be was 
united in marriage' to Susan 'Crittenden 
and to them three children were born, only 
two of whom' survive him. 

Mr, Tiffany was a man well known 
throughout the county. He had transacted 
business at some time with almost every 
man in the county, and in all hie dealings 
be was found to be strictly honest, upright 
and square, and was never known to take 
on unfair advantage of any one. He was 
a modest, quiet man; but be always took a 
keen interest in all public affairs and was 
patriotic in every sense of the word. ~ 

For about a year post be had been fail- 
ing in health and strength, and on Wed- 
nesday of lost week he bad a stroke of 
paralysis; which left him in an unconscious 
state, and from that condition he rallied 
only at long intervals aad then only for a 
few momenta at a time. He lived until 
Saturday evening when he quietly passed 
away at the ripe old age of 82 years. 

He leaves to mourn his loss, a widow 
and two sons, Senator Albert N. Tiffany 
of this place and Wm. Tiffany, who resides 
west of town. The ; funeral was held at 
the homo on Monday afternoon; Bev. Vfm. 
C. Cleworth officiating. The remains were 
laid at rest in the Antioch . Hillside ceme- 
tery.

A Wisconsin Central train Thursday of 
last week ran into and kilted Theodore 
Burchat at a. point two mites from the 
villaee of Rockefeller.

Shocked at the questions jfbo. was" expected 
to answer, Miss Fern TolleyT.young, bnnd- 
some, 'spurned ,<*■ license in' (he Cass county 
court honse and hied herself to Pennsyl- 
vania to become Mrs. A. S. Shriner. 

When Indiana enacts novel legislature 
it includes all the trimmings, and the law 
passed by (bo last general assembly was 
such a one. 

And the .questions. There are twenty* 
seven on the white blank for the man and 
twenty-three on the pink paper the lady is 
expected to sign. 

Of course., tho full Christian and surname 
of tbo contracting parties is asked, their 
present. residence and occupation and their 
nativity. ..In addition the fall Christian 
name of the father, bis color, his birth- 
place,' bU occupation, Ms residence, .and 
the same for the mother. 

The state of Indiana's inqolsitivenesa 
doesn't stop there. It asks, has.' the con- 
tracting .party been an Inmate of any 
county asylum or borne for indigent per- 
sona within five years past? It asks if 
this is the party's first marriage, and if 
not, how.often.be or she has been married? 

Haying' been told, it onwinkingiy fires 
this query u , at .the applicant,; "Has sucb 
prior marriage, . or* 1 marriages, been dis- 
solved ?"j"{tt may be that this is indig- 
nantly answered; |tBt that is not all of tbe 
ordeal. ; "If so, how. and when?" comes 
backTn1ilaria;^It'-w^ntStb bo*'"showa.*"Itr 
is just beginning to become interesting. - 

It inquires breathlessly, "lithe contract- 
ing party ofllicted with epilipsy, tubercu- 
losis, etc., or any other contatrioua or trans- 
missible disease?" Once more, Is she ' (or 
he) an imbecile, feeble-minded, idiotic or 
insane, or is she under guardianship as a 
person of unsound mind?" 
- A few extra questions are thrown in - for 
tbe mail applicant. If he pleads to no oc- 
cupation, he is asked point' blank what 
means be baa to support a. family. He 
must alto tell if he is of nearer blood kind 
to the prospective bride than second cousin. 

A little further on he is again asked if 
he is now able to support a family and 
likely to so continue. This follows the 
question if he has been on inmate of any 
county usylum. The applicant is asked to 
•Ign the ana wera aud swear to them, and 
then the license ia issued— {f they ore satis- 
factory. 

Oa the back of the application is tha 
cheering announcement that a false state- 
ment witbimmeans, a fine anywhere up to 
$500/

What Wis Deemed Impossible. 

Modern surgery's great achieve- 
ments have been la the abdominal re- 
gion. For a generation ago fear of 
blood-poisoning kept the surgeon out 
of this territory. Here disease In* 
trenched Itself and bid the surgeon 
defiance. But cow the surgeon intrep- 
idly eaters disease's former strong- 
hold, routs It, and In doing so performs 
life-saving feats with the organs 
that seem absolute miracles to tbe 
on looking world. 

Take tbe stomach. If It Is too large 
the surgeoa enfolds a portion of the 
wall and sutures (stitches) tbe edges; 
If A part of It Is diseased, say with 
cancer, he cuts It out, sutures the 
edges, and If necessary, cuts a new 
opening for the head of tbe small In- 
testine and au Cures It Into place; If 
the esophagus la obstructed so that 
food can not be taken naturally a tube 
is Inserted through the abdominal wall 
Into the stomach, and when tbe man Is 
hungry ha merely flrops a premaatl- 
cated meal Into the tube; or, In case 
a cancerous area is bo large as to de- 
mand, such a severe operation, the 
Burgeon may remove the entire stom- 
ach and suture the esophagus to the 
duodenum, 

Contrast this last operation with* 
tho working principle of the 70b, that 
to enter the stomach Is death, and you 
see bow far surgery has traveled In 
a generation. This last operation Is, 
of course, rarely performed even now, 
but there ere to-day a few stomach- 
Ibss. persons la the world (one return- 
ed to work within two months after 
tho operation), attending to their regu- 
lar duties, taking a special diet,. and 
apparently- just aB happy as If their 
stomachs were not In Jars on labora- 
tory shelvosT— LeBlio'B Magazine, 



A Mysterious and Complicated 

Case, and No Clue to the 

Swindler Can be. Found 

The myBtwy surrounding tbe disappear- 
ance of Henry Miller, of Burlington, Wis.,, 
was settled last week Tuesday afternoon 
wben his family received s telephone mes- 
sage from Racine stating that his body 
bad been found by James Shields, a sailor,' 
floating in lake Michigan nt that place, 
just east of the Goodrich Transportation 
company's freight bouse. Tbe lost person 
in Burlington who saw him nliva probably 
was Webb Richardson, who met him at 
tbe Milwaukee depot in Racine on Friday 
while waiting to take the train leaving 
there at 3:50 p. m. Mr. Miller was con- 
siderably agitated - then and no doubt 
wandered from .there to the lake, only a 
short distance, where he met bis fate. * 

Mr. Miller's disappearance and the cause 
thereof probably presents one of the most 
mysterious and complicated cases ever 
known in this part of tbe state. That he 
was tbe victim of a confidence man who 
secured $3,000 from him by a smooth game 
remains undisputed and that remorse over 
the loss of the , money probably was tbe 
cause of bis taking bis life. - 

Now that most ot the facts have been 
learned regarding the death of Miller and 
his loss of the $3,000 whfeb be borrowed 
of the Meinbardt bank in Burlington, the 
question as whether tbe bonk will be re- 
imbursed to that amount by tbe relatives 
of tbe dead man has arisen. 

Although it was not generally known, 
nil the property of Miller bad been deeded 
to his children in May, ltlO'2, and .papers 
to that effect, bad been made out hut never 
recorded. This fact was not known to the 
bank at the time the loan was made, - and 
was not discovered until after Miller bad 
disappeared. This left tbe old man prac- 
tically penniless, and the bank is at a toss 
as to where its reimbursement 1b to come 
from. 

Three days after Milter disappeared the 
bankers caused an attachment to be served 
on all the property Btippoeed to belong to 
the old man; On tbe following day tbe 
children of Miller appeared at tbe court 
house in Racine and recorded the deed 
made over three years ago whereby all the 
property of the father bad passed into their 
hands for an alleged amount of 95,000. 

Opinions differ as to whether the bank 
will be able to collect the $3,000 unless the 
heirs of tbe old man are willing to settle. 
Attorneys agree that the lien against the 
property is void, inasmuch as it has not 
belonged to Miller, Sr., since the day it 
was turned over to bis children, and that 
tbe filing of tbe deed was not at all neces- 
sary to insure its immunity. In this cose 
tbe Io?b will have to be stood by the bank 
that made tha loan, as the old man left no 
money and is not known to bave had any 
outnideof the amount which be borrowed 
of the bank and subsequently lost to tbe 
bunco man. 



Last. Book Shall Bs First 
Tbe book publishing trade sees 
many changes. Take, for example, 
the present fashion of enumerating an 
author's earlier successes. Time was 
whan the style of cataloguing tbem'on 
the title page wsb to name them in 
the order In which they were written, 
beginning with tbe first volume aad 
running on down to the end of the 
list But nowadays they go the otber 
way about. That book which was first 
1b now last, and that which was last 
Is first. Thomas Hardy, for Instance, 
was a few years ago advertised In new. 
editions as the author of "A Pair of 
Blue EyoB,'.' "Far From tbe Madden- 
ing Crowd," and so through the list 
to "Teas" and *'Jude." In later edi- 
tions priority In the matter of publi- 
cation Is disregarded. To "Judo" is 
assigned the place of honor, while 
"Teas" and the rest of the noble band 
marohlng backward, bring up the -rear. 
Possibly the "time will come when au- 
thors' books will again bo named In 
the order of their presentation to the 
public, but judging by late title pages 
the' backward system of enumeration 
Is at present In high favor. 



BOMEH9EW IS TO DE SOLD. 

Estate Where Tennyson Was Born 
Soon to Change Owners. 

Lovers of TennyHon will bo interest- 
ed to hear that tho Sbmersby estate 
is In the market The center of at- 
traction there Is. of course, says' tbe 
Academy, the rectory, a picturesque, 
rambling structure with a dining room 
which externally resembles a chapel. 
The room In which the poet first saw. 
the light overlooked the lawn and the 
church, perhaps "tho God's house" of 
"The Two Voices," where JilB father 
officiated, stands on a low hill oppo- 
site tho house. Tho garden Is full of. 
associations of "In Memorlam," but It 
should be remombered that tbe trees 
are not as they were In Tennyson's 
time — "tbe towering sycamores" 'and 
"the poplars four" have gone and tho 
whole place Is a wilderness . A "gray 
old grange," the reputed residence of 
"The Northern Farmer," stands cioso 
to the rectory. 

A little way from Somersby is "the 
brook that swerves to left and right 
thro' meadowy curves," passing In rts 
course three mills, one of which may 
bave suggested certain points In the 
landscape of "The Miller's Daughter." 
It Is also the subject of the poem 
known as "Tbe Brook," On the same 
estate Is a wooded dell, deep, wild and 
shady, which Is called "Holywell 
Glen." Here , Tennyson wrote "Byron 
Is Dead." tt Is not Improbably "tbe 
dreadful hollow" which "grides' and 
clangs Its leafless ribs and Iron horns" 
and should' appeal to readers of 
"Mnud." Not too far away is.Mnble- 
thorpe, perhaps "tbe lover's bay" men- 
tioned In "The Goldon Supper" and tbe 
seaside resort where Tennyson for tbe , 
first time saw "tho hollow ocean ridges, 
roaring into cataracts."

AUSTRIANS 
FIGHT 
POLICE 

Beer bottles were brandished and/brought 
down upon defenseless heads, police officers 
drew revolvers and leveled them at offend- ■ 
era against tbe law without effect, women 
wrested prisoners away from the police, 
and in nil over 200 people of various na- 
tions took part in a riot on Market street, 
Waukegan, Sunday night, that culminated . 
in the arrest of half a dozen men. 

There were three christenings and one 
wedding. After the affairs were over tbe 
crowd gathered at a boarding bouse. Beer- 
drinking started dancing menring into' - 
singing and by evening there was a neisy, r 
rout ia progress. All day long people in 
tbe neighborhoods went to the police sta- 
tion and complained that tbe celebration- 
was too noisy. Finally officers were sent 
tp stop tbe noise. 

At this order from the police a giant 
Austrian poured out a string' of abuse at 
tbe officers, and sprang at them with up- 
lifted beer bottles.

Another received a terrible 
blow in tbe side Of tbe face. His star was 
also taken away from Mm.. All of the 
offiorB ' drew and leveled gum without 
effect. The ringleaders were finally landed 
in jail and fined by tbe justice tbe next 
morning.

It 
should be mndc bo that the tank con- 
taining the dip Is reached by a slat- 
ted walkway leading down to It, and 
another slatted walk loading up to the 
lauding from which they go down Into 
the tank, 

There should bo sufficient of the dip 
mlxturo placed lit the tank to cover 
the back of the animal, which should 
bo Immersed for about one minute, 
then allowed to come up on the lund-

of the Bureau of dolls has been com- 
pleted, It will he possible for a man 
Intending to purchase a farm to write 
to the Department of Agriculture, and 
secure from that department a detail- 
ed mnp of tho section In which his 
farm Is located, together with a de- 
scription of the section. Then by look- 
ing up his Intended purchase. on the 
map nnd consulting tho descriptive 
booklet, ho can determine to n nicety 
Its value. The map will show by diff- 
erent colors the nnturo of tho soil, 
while tho descriptive booklet will tell 
Its value which has been determined 
by examination of tho soil, study of the 
railroad facilities, and tho examina- 
tion of tho markets and other qualify- 
ing conditions. Tho soil maps and 
booklets will enable many farmers, 
who have been only partially success- 
ful, to learn wherein they have fulled 
by trying to raise crops unndapted to 
tho nature of their lauds, nnd will In- 
struct them 'ns To what crops aro host 
suited to their farms. It will Instruct 
them also as to the best methods of 
cultivating soils of different kinds. 

While the examination of soils tins 
been carried on for perhaps a hundred 
years by laboratory methods, the pres- 
ent Investigation Is along entirely dif- 
ferent and far more practicable lines. 
The Bolts division was established as 
a separate bureau of tbo Department 
of Agriculture on July 1, 1001, and 
slnrc that time Its force has been In- 
creased more than twelvefold. Up to 
December 31, 1004, the bureau hai 
mapped SS,&V3 square miles, in small 
patches scattered over tho whole Unit- 
ed States, and It is estimated tlint 
eighteen years moro will be required 
to complete the work.

He saved these from bugs by killing 
them by baud. 

Rich Milk Gave Lower Cost Butter. 

The results obtained with 172 dairy 
herds In Denmark, aggregating; 3,723 
cows, wero recently studied. The* cows 
wero arranged In eight classes accord- 
ing to tho average per cent of fat tn 
their milk, each clasa having about tho 
tame number of cows. In the case- of 
Class 1 (richest milk), 70.8 food ■ uults 
were required for the .production of 
ono hundred pounds of milk, against 
05.0 units In tho. case of Class 8 (poor 
est milk), One . pouud of butter rt- 



Concrete for Farm Uki. 

In many sections concrete buildings 
aro belli;; constructed on farms, aud 
tlmt they nro likely to bo desirable Is 
probable just as soon as builders have 
n little more experience In construct- 
ing them. At present It Is safer to 
confine one's operations In concrete to 
floors, and that there ought to be mora 
concrete floors In farm buildings thcro 
Is no doubt. They may be quite ex. 
pensive In tbo first cost, but they «r* 
the cheapest floors In the cud If prop- 
erly constructed. There need be no 
elaborate selection of material, simply 
the best cement, sharp sand (not Bandy 
soil) and small, sharp stones In the 
proper quantity. 

The foundation ground should be 
hard and level. Then make tho mix- 
ture of sand and cement three parts 
sand to one part of cement, stirring 
the mass thoroughly until it Is uniform 
in color. It Is Important that the sand 
and cement bo thoroughly mixed. Then 
supply tho stones and mix nil again, 
doing It thoroughly. There should bo 
about five times the bulk of tho cement 
la s tones. The mass should be well 
wet so that It will readily slido off 
tho shovel when placed In position. 

Then fix a tamper, having It full 
ten Inches wide each way — a board 
□oiled in the end of n three by three 
strip makes a good tamp — and pound 
tho mass until the water appears even- 
ly on tho surface. Bo careful In going 
over It the last time and get It as lovel 
as you desire It Let the' mass dry 
for from three to live days aud the 
Job Is done. 

Uses hr the Million. 

The western part of Virginia has 
been known for years as a great sec- 
tion "for raining poultry, and tho lu- 
dustry. Is Increasing at a rapid rate, 
Tho shipment of Thanksgiving turkeys 
and chickens for all seasons brings In 
a considerable revenue. In Rocking- 
ham county last year, 30,000 crates 
were shipped to market, a total. of 10,- 
600,000 eggs fold from ono county In 
a single year. This docs not Include 
many thousands consumed on tho 
farms where they wero laid. The low- 
est prlco of tho year was 14 to IS cents 
a dozen, and In December 32 cents was 
paid.- The average, for tho laBt year 
was 22 cents. Tho profit from eggs 
alone to Rockingham county farmers 
was nearly $200,000.

Tho moat essential point which 1b of 
Interest to the small shippers of perish- 
able freight at way stations along the 
road, Is contained In the two ruiesfpfESi 
mulgatcd by this company which fol- 
low: 

"Freight charges on perishable 
freight shipped la scheduled refrigera- 
tor cars will bo tho sauio as lu ordi- 
nary cars." 

"All refrigerator cars are well Iced 
before starting and arc rc-lccd In tran- 
sit when necessary." 

The latter rule, indicates that the 
small shipper may send his perishable • 
produce to market la a refrigerator cur 
at the regujar rates which apply in an 
ordinary car and no charges- ore 'mada 
to him for "Icing" the car. Tho. rail- 
road provides this service free of cost 
to the shipper. 

The company also undertakes to fur- 
nish a special refrigerator car without 
extra charge for consignments of 10,000 
pounds or over where no scheduled cur 
la run. 

Shippers may secure refrigerator 
cars from tbo company for 'carload 
shipments free; the .shipment will be 
consigned at regular carload rates the 
same as If the consignment was sent 
In an ordinary car. When shippers use 
a 'car for carload shipments the rate 
Is lower- than that charged for less 
than carload lots.

Tho Ilcsslan fly is dis- 
tinctly n wheat pest, Inflicting a dam- 
age In Indiana nnd Illinois alone last 
year of $21,000,000. Twenty per cent 
of the planted area of Michigan was 
abandoned because of it and the Ion* 
In the United States during a single 
sonBoh has been estimated at (100,000,- 
000." - 



There Is browing the biggest kind 
of a scandal flint will perhaps Insinu- 
ate Itself Into the 4 navy, war and In- 
terior departments because of tho way. 
persons nro committed to thu St Eliz- 
abeth Homo os Insane without hav- 
ing been so adjudged by a court of 
competent jurisdiction.

_ Representatives of tho State Depart- 
ment, the Department of Justice, and 
tlio Immigration Burcnu, whom tho 
President- appointed to , recommend 
changes In the lawB relative to natur- 
alization, are reported to have decided 
to recommend several most Important 
amendments of tbe law. They will 
propose, it Is said, that naturalization 
be granted by tho higher courts only, 
instead of by any court of rtcord; that 
the requirements for applicants for 
citizenship shall* bo uniform through- 
out the country; and that the certifi- 
cates shall be also uniform and printed 
on distinctive paper. Other cbnngfas, 
designed to glvo greater publicity to 
applications for naturalization, to glvo 
longer notice before an 'application is 
acted upon, to allow the government 
to be represented, to prohibit naturali- 
zation just before an election, and 
similar safeguards of citizenship are 
under consideration. - 



Chestnuts * Paying Crop 

Tho boys may bo interested to 
fcuow that chestnuts prove a very 
profitable crop. Experts claim that 
en orchard of chestnuts will bring 
greater returns to tho owner than an 
apple orchard of the same size, as 
tho nuts nro retailed on the street 
comers at about six dollars a bushel, 
while tho Italian who Bells roasted 
chestnuts receives pay for ihem n't 
(ho rate of at least eight dollars a 
bushel. Tho tree Is one of the most 
rapid growers, and has been known 
to bear fruit nt flvo years of age.— 
St Nicholas. 
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Dr. Theodore S. Palmer of tho gov- 
ernment's biological survey is, thtf 
guardian of all the game of the Unit- 
ed States. Ho knows every quail cov- 
ert Id the country; ho con number .the 
herds of elk in tho Western mountains, 
and ho knows every runway of the 
deer of the Adirondncks. This physi- 
cian-naturalist provides for tbo pro- 
tection of the game in Uncle Sam's 
preserves, and sees to it that the 
poacher shall not escape punishment 
Tho doctrine of states' rights bars gov- 
ernment action In tho matter of law- 
making for any sections of the country 
save territories, the national parks and 
the forest reserves, but this fact does 
not prevcat Dr. Palmer from being the 
adviser In chief of nearly every body 
of legislators In the land when tho 
game laws stand In need of revision.

Now that the extra session has been 
definately nnnounced for Nov. 11, there is 
n good chance to survey the field and see 
what the earlier move is likely to ac- 
complish.

The matter probably will be de- 
bated at somo length on the floor and 
doubtless a middle way will be found that 
may not exactly suit everyone, but which 
will preserve harmony in the party. There 
»re a good runny people that think some of 
the protected interests a<*e protected too 
highly. Many others honestly believe that 
the protection policy that brought about 
the present prosperity of the country should 
be allowed to stand. Unquestionably a 
lowering of some of the schedules would 
produce more revenue, which is one point 
that will have to be seriously considered. 
Also the attitude of foreign countries which 
are all with the exception of Great Britain, 
preparing . to enforce retaliatoiy tariffs 
against us, will have to be considered. 
Any "tariff tinkering," so called, is bound 
to disorganize business for a short time, 
but the President is taking the broad view 
of the situation end does not propose to 
plunge the country into any vortex of rapid 
change at this particular time. Possibly 
the Senate may be brought to look more 
kindly at the reciprocity treaties that they 
formerly rejected. At any rate there is 
both an external and internal situation 
that must be wisely and courageously met 
and President Hoosevelt will not hesitate 
to put the matter bo clearly to Congress 
that any ovll results from negligence and 
dilatoriness will fall where they belong on 
.the shoulder* of those who refuse- to act,- •

One Child In Five at Work. In Early 
Yean. 

"Field and Stream" notea that one 
child in five In this country spends 
the years botween the ageB of ton to 
fifteen at work In coal mines, fac- 
tories or simitar places. Education Is 
nt a standstill; there Is no recreation 
In field or forest; nothing to develop 
mind or character, everything, on tho 
contrary, to hinder or distort their 
growth. At fifteen the unhappy little 
creatures, dwarfed In every direction, 
pass into circulation. In a few years 
our citizens' roll will be t onc-flfth made 
up of such. 

In his installation address Presi- 
dent Roosevelt said many fine things 
about our duty and our dnwning des- 
tiny to lead the world. Make any al- 
lowance you Judge fit for possible 
over-statement In the figures we quote, 
the picture will not bo greatly re- 
lieved. For there Is the other and 
worse side of It that child labor la 
one, and only one, product of the 
greed and Indifference -of those who 
are knowingly operative In causing 
this stupendous piece of cruelty. They 
are a worse blot on the roll than tho 
children, became adults, will be.. 

In what are we to lead the worldT 
Humanity of conduct? Uselfish disre- 
gard for gain? How long does a na- 
tion's public policy remnln in advance 
of its average prlvnte standard. 

These children are slaves who de- 
rive no shadow of benefit, nothing but 
harm, from their slavery. Morally 
and mentally dwarfed men and wom- 
en, they are prematurely fathers and 
mothers whose children register and 
reflect the mural and mental status of 
their parents. 

We once "held these "truths to bo 
self -evidence: thnt nil men are en- 
dowed by their Crertor with certain 
Inalienable rights, that among these' 
are life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness." 

But perhnpB the signers ot the Dec- 
laration of Independence were not 
thinking of children In those moment- 
ous days!

It Is a long and expensive jour- 
ney down there and even after an in- 
spector gets on -the ground be may 
have numerous difficulties put In his 
way before he can uncover the rascali- 
ty.

ThlB. swin- 
dler's work was artistic in the ex- 
treme, as was that of a woman, who 
styled herself 'Mrs. Collins,' who had 
men-ln every part of the union sending 
her money to pay traveling expenses 
for herself nnd ward to St. Louis, not 
that there was any lack of funds on 
her part, but to show good faith In 
those who hit at the scheme. " Both 
Omaha man and 'Mrs. Collins' were 
caught nnd both went over the road. 

"The Bmaller cltleB, even those of 
tha size of Washington, Offer but lit- 
tle opportunity for this specleB of 
grafter. It requires a big town like 
New York or Chicago, for the crook, 
after suspicion Is aroused and .tho- law 
gets on his troll, must bury himself 
for n while, and he can't do this suc- 
cessfully, except In densely populated 
centers. New York, Indeed, Is ' the 
paradise for- the mall-employing fra- 
ternity which lives on the gullibility 
of their fellows,"

RAPID GROWTH-MADE BY CORN. 

Weekly Government Bulletin Reports 
Bome Damn He to Wheat. 
The general summary: of the weekly 
crop report of the weather bureau Is as 
follows: 

Although excessively hot nnd dry In 
parts of the middle Atlantic States and 
Kentucky and Tennessee during the fore 
pilit of the week ended July 24 — and 
these conditions also prevailed In the 
northern pin ten H region and on the North 
Pacific const — as n rnla temperatures 
were favorable. Showers delayed work 
and caused some dnmngc to crops In Vir- 
ginia, West Virginia and parts of the 
lower Ohio, central and lower Mississip- 
pi valleys, Oklahoma and Texas, while 
ralu Is needed in Now England, Ten- 
nessee, Georgia, Alabama, Kansas and 
generally throughout the plateau dis- 
tricts. 

Favorable weather ban caused rapid 
growth of corn, and, with \^ry few ex- 
ceptions, tho crop Is In excellent condi- 
tion. Corn Is beginning to need rain In 
Kansas nnd Ala ba inn, the late needs cul- 
tivation in Arkansas: and Kentucky, and 
some was damaged by high winds in 
Louisiana. 

Winter wheat harvest is urarly com- 
pleted in the principal wheat States; and 
thrashing, which Is well advanced, shows 
grain of good yield and quality In Kan- 
sas. Unlus have delayed thrashing In 
Virginia and Maryland and caused fur- 
ther dnmngc to grain in shock or stack 
In Virginia, Kentucky, Missouri, Okla- 
homa and Texas. On the north Pacific 
const winter wheat Is ripening rapidly 
in Washington, where harvest Is In full 
progress, nnd harvest Is general in Ore- 
gon, with good yields Indicated. 

Spring wheat hns continued to ad- 
vn nee favorably In the spring wheat re- 
gions; the early sown Is bending nnd fill- 
ing well, nnd the Uto sown heading In 
North Dakota; tho early is maturing In 
South Dakota and Wisconsin, nnd the 
crop Is nearly ready to cut in Iowa. Al- 
though black rust is reported from scat- 
tered localities In Minnesota nnd tho Da- 
kotns, no tnaterlnl damage is shown, and, 
with favorable weather conditions, seri- 
ous injury Is not anticipated. Complaints 
of smut nrc received from South Dakota, 
red rust in Colorado and most fields of 
North Dakota and sotno lodging In Wis- 
consin, while In Washington desiccating 
winds have been Injurious to the crop in 
the filling stage and caused shrivel- 
ing. 

In the principal ont-producli States 
harvesting of this crop is well advanced, 
while in the more northerly districts oats 
are heading, the enrly sown arc maturing 
rapidly, and harvest will bo general dur- 
ing the coming week. The crop generally 
Is in promising condition, although" badly 
lodged in Ohio, and soma complaints of 
lodging are received from Washing- 
ton. 

In Illinois grain In shock and stand- 
ing crops have been damaged In the 
south by heavy rains. Corn Is tnssellng 
and silking north and is In splendid con- 
dition because of fine forcing weather. 
Wheat, rye and barley are In shock. The 
oat harvest Is well advanced north. A 
good crop of hay has been secured north, 
but there hns been considerable damage 
elsewhere. Potatoes, berries nnd grapes 
are promising; apples disappointing. 



YELLOW FEVER IN NEW ORLEANS. 

First Case Comes from Central America 
and Many Dentin, Itcault. 

The New Orleans board of health, In 
sn olllelal report, snj-s there have been 
154 cases of suspected yellow fever In 
the city, 34 deaths all told, and nbout 50 
cases under treatment nt this time. The 
infection rapidly Is assuming the propor- 
tions of an epidemic and thoroughly has 
alarmed the people of the city and State. 
The qunnuitliiQ cordon has been drawn 
more tightly about New Orleans and It 
now Is impossible for the local resident 
to go anywhere outside of n few "ex- 
cepted" districts within the State. 

The first ense of yellow fever In New 
Orlcanc this season came from Central 
America, not from Cuba, and steps wero 
taken at onco to prevent the spread of 
the disease by resort to methods so ef- 
fective In crushing out yellow fever In 
Cuban cities. 

Previous to the Spanish-American war 
Cuba was regarded, because of the un- 
sanitary conditions prevailing Here, as a 
constnnt menace to New Orleans and 
other Southern cities. When Cuba had 
been cleaned up and Havana and San- 
tiago were as free from yellow fever as 
our own cities it was believed thut the 
greatest dunger to New Orleans hud been 
removed. 

In the yellow fever epidemic of 18SS 
Florida was the principal sufferer. In 
the epidemic of 1807 New Orleans re- 
ported 1,837 cases. Since that time tho 
experiments In Cuba and In other conn- 
tries have ndded much to our Informa- 
tion as to the nature of the disease, the 
means by which it Is communlcnted, and 
tho methods of treatment. There Is still 
much difference of opinion as to what ex- 
tent mosquitoes contribute to -the spread 
of yellow fever, but both the federal nnd 
local authorities at New Orleans nrc pro- 
ceeding ou tho. theory advanced by those 
who conducted tho mosquito experiments 
In Cuba. 

Not Bince the Spanish-American wnr 
hovo we had In this country any panic 
over tho prevnlcnct of yellow fever. In 
fact, New Orleans and other Southern 
cities have assumed that there were to 
be no tnoro great yellow fever epidemics 
like thnt of 1878, when there were 15,000 
deaths from yellow fever In tho United 
States, nnd Memphis was" almost depop- 
ulated and New Orleans suffered se- 
verely. 

Tho interesting question now raised is 
whether the mensures which were so ef- 
fective In Cuba will ba an effoctlva In 
Now Orleans; Precautionary mensures 
have been. taken to prevent the spread 
of tho disease by mosquitoes, nnd It is 
announced that the strictest sanitary reg- 
ulations will ba enforced.

HISTORY OF THE PLAQUE. 

Memories of Borne Yellow Fever 

BCoHrffei in the Hoiltli. 

The history of yellow fever In ths 
United States, with the awful memories 
o( I he summer and fall of 1878 still ris- 
ing lllio ghostly specters, is well calcu- 
lated to amine dread of what inny en- 
sue between now mid the frosts -of nu- 
titnin. With the frightful death lists of 
the past before them, It Is small wonder 
th.it the people of tho Hon them cities 
are in u cotnlltion bordering on panic, 

lu New Orleans yell^*,* fever pro vu li- 
ed to some extent every year ns far back 
ns Dm records go up to 1880, with tlin 
exception of the years the city was un- 
der tho military control of Gen. lien 
Butler, nnd tho regulations of wnr time 
completely Interdicted travelers from tho 
trollies. 

In 1880 the city changed -Its system of 
ipiat'untlne from the nbsolute Interdiction 
of commerce, which offered Incentive to 
"run Mm blockade," to n mora reason- 
able detention of vessels from Infected 
perls Mult keep suspects from seeking 
entrance to the city surreptitiously. 

The mortality In New Orleans lu the, 
rears »f greatest yellow fever pestilence 
from 1817 to 1878 was : 
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Since 1878 the city has had to deai 
with the fever nt different times, but In 
no ease have the previous records hec.i 
reached. In 1807 the outbreak caused 
the same panic over the Now Orleans 
sit mi lion thnt now prevail, hut tho 
death list was coinpnrn lively small. 

Yellow fever wns first recogulxed deb 
nltely in 1017 hi the West Iiiilien, mid 
since 1001 It has been endemic there. 
In the latter part of the eighteenth nnd 
tin- first part of the nineteenth centime* 
the disease created havoc nlong thf 
whole Atlantic coast of the United 
States, spreading to seaports ns fnr 
tsorth as Maine. In 17ll!t the city of 
Philadelphia, then having a population

died. Four years later Philadelphia suf- 
fered nnotiier-visitntlon, with a denth 
Joss of l,y00, and In the year following 
Ti,lM5 deaths from tho fever occurred. 

In 1708 New York also was attacked 
by the epidemic, 2,080 person! dying, 
while Boston gave 200 victims to tho 
dlsense in the same year. In 1802 Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Wilming- 
ton and Charleston suffered extensively 
from tho spread of tho fever along the 
coast, but since thnt time epidemics 
hnve been confined more nearly to tho 
Southern States. New York, however, 
has never been immune. 

In 185y there wns n widespread epi- 
demic, taking In Florida, Arknnsns ami 
Texas. Many deaths from the fever 
occurred In New York Oily In the same 
year. In 1807 there was another epi- 
demic, more limited in area, but par- 
ticularly vlrulcut in Galveston, Texas, 
whero the mortnllty reached 1,1S0. Then 
occurred the sreat epidemic of 1873. In 
that J'ear Memphis furnished 2,000 vic- 
tims. Now Orleans proper lost only 225 
from the dlsense, but the neighboring 
town of Shrevoport lost 759, 

Then_ came tho most terrible year of 
all — 1878^ — a year whose" mention causes 
n shudder throughout the land, and 
whose numerals are synonymous with 
death In the cities of New Orleans and 
Memphis. Tho fever invaded 132 towns 
in Louisiana, Tennessee, Alnbnma, Mis- 
sissippi* nml Kentucky. There were 
more tlmn 74.000 enses, and tho denth 
roll rcuched the tremendous total of 
15,031. 

■ Thousands upon thousands of eillxens 
fled from Memphis and New Orleans, 
but of the population that remained In 
tho former city— about 19,000—70 per 
cent sickened nml 5,1!50, or more than 
25 per cent, died. In Now Orleans tho 
mortality wns about the same. It Is 
estimated thnt the, loss to the country In 
a commercial way ns a direct result of 
the epidemic was above $ 100,000,000. 

The epidemic of 1878.furnlshed heroes 
whose names will lire with those whr 
fell In the Civil War of a decade and a 
half before. The North not only sent 
thonsnuds of dollars and trninloads of 
supplies to the stricken cities— whole- 
(rnliilonds of colllus, for "send eolllus" 
was tho cry scut up from the South- 
but physicians, nurses, priests hud oth- 
ers volunteered by the hundred with their 
services. -. •

PLAN TO STHAIOilTJJN JU VEIL 

Mammon til Drainage Under hiking Pro- 
posed In Henry County, Illinois. 
One of the most extensive undertak- 
ings ever commenced In Illinois Is that of 
tho Green river contract In Ilonry coun- 
ty. It Is proposed to straighten this 
stream and increase tho volume of water 
In tho channel. There will bo 4,500,000 
square yards of dirt to be moved and 
tho nggregato cxpenso will bo about 
tfOO.OOU. Tho district has been divided 
Into three parts. G. A. McWllllams of 
Walnut has been awarded tho contract 
for tho first and third districts, with 
all lateral ditches, while tha Central 
Statcn Dralnago Company of Marion, 
Ohio, will bavo charge of tho third sec- 
tion. Tho bids provide for the pnyment 
of T'/u cents per square yard. The great 
dltchi commenced In Bureau county and 
extends far Into Henry county to a point 
one mile west of Genesoo, The present 
course of the river results In many square 
miles of sloughs and.wasto lands of a 
swampy nature nnd valueless for culti- 
vation. By straightening tho course of 
the river and guarding against overflows 
vast tracts will be redeemed. The dredge 
In section No, 1 will be eleven miles In 
length and three steam shovels will bs 
kept lu service for several years. Each 
dredge will ho equipped with electric 
light and each must work nights as well 
as day, a double shift being employed In 
order to expedite matters. It Is pro- 
posed to work every day In the year if 
possibte, the only shutdown being In case 
of extreme cold, when tho soil cannot bt 
cut on account of frost. Tho other sec- 
tions .will be handled In a similar manner 
and It Is hoped, barring accident, to com- 
plcto the great undertaking In 1003.

The Japanese may 
not contemplate actual hostilities on a 
large scale just now, but they are at 
least getting Into a position to press 
vigorously, along n new Hue of attack 
.should tlio Portsmouth conference fall 
to bring peace. -. 

For some lime it bnB been known 
Unit Japnnese troops wore limiting 
their way northward tb rough Korea 
toward tho Tit men River, which forms 
the northern boundary of that country. 
Other forces have been reported as 
embarking from Geimun. The destina- 
tion of these troops Is Posslct bay, Just 
sou tli of Vladivostok. These move- 
ments have been assisted recently by 
raiding forces sent oust from Oynum's 
main army to menace Vladivostok on 
the west. Now conic reports that In 
addition to the operations threatening 
the Russians' position on the Titmen 
a Japanese force Ims landed lu Siberia 
well to tin: north of Vladivostok. 

Taken In con J unction with tue seiz- 
ure of Sakhalin Island, which plaeci 
the Japanese army within, easy access 
of the Siberian coast, these maneuvers 
constitute n incnnce. which •Russia can- 
not afford to Ignore. They tttny or may 
not foreshadow an Investment of 
Vladivostok, but they certnluly threat- 
en Hint town with isolation. What Is 
still -more Important, they bold out the 
possibility of nn advance along the 
Amur or the Ussurl rivers, threatening 
some of Llnevltch's most' Important 
lines of commun [cation. Such a move- 
ment In any considerable force might 
cnuse him to retreat without a battle. 

An Interesting report given out nt 
Wasbitigton nfllrms that prior to ac- 
cepting his appointment as pence en- 
voy Baron Komurn Insisted that Japan 
imiBt .Invest /Vladivostok, occupy Sak- 
halin and strike another blow at Llne- 
vltch's army. The first two conditions 
have been met to all practical pur- 
poses. It Is possible Unit tho present 
operations will have the effect ot giv- 
ing Lluovitcli another reverse without 
making a battle necessary. At any 
rate, the peace conference will open at 
a time when n new danger threatens 
the Russian army, with the nlmost 
certain prospect that the blow will ho 
driven home should Japan's terms be 
rejected. 

ROADS TO. OBEY RULES. 

Western Lines Promise to Take Setter 
Care of Cattle en Route. 

Traffic and operating otllelals of west- 
ern railroads are glad that a filial ruling 
lias been made by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture regarding the feeding, watering 
and resting of live stock In transit. The 
federal statute prohibiting railroads 
from confining llvo stock lu cars more 
than twenty-eight hours without food 
nnd water was variously coast rued by 
tho railroads, and qulto a number ' of 
them simply ignored the law until the 
Department of Agriculture recently 
brought suit against them and they were 
heavily lined. 

One disputed point wns whether a rail- 
road company, under a rigid interpreta- 
tion of tho law, could keep llvo stock In 
enrs more than twenty-eight hours even 
If the cars were provided with troughs 
for feeding and watering. 

The Secretary of Agriculture rules 
that tho railroads need not. take cattle 
out of cars which arc provided with food 
nnd water troughs of certain dimensions, 
provided there shall bo room in! ench 
car for at least oue-tlilrd of the cattle to 
lie down at the^samo time. Votrn nnd 
water must be supplied tb cattle ot In- 
tervals hot exceeding tweuty-elgbt hours, 
and in supplying water each car must 
bo stopped at least fivo minutes and the 
trough 3 kept tilled with clear water. 
1 "Now that the railroads know Just 
whnt. the .government requires la the 
transportation of live stock they will 
make tlio necessary changes Immediate- 
ly," wald a traffic official of one of the 
big western systems. "Pood and water 
troughs too small will be replaced by 
others of the size specified by the gov- 
ernment. Under' no circumstances will 
cattle be kept longer than twenty-eight 
hours iu cars -not equipped for feeding 
and watering. The shipper* and .carriers 
would rather not unload lira stock en 
route, but will lmvi to do It to n great 
extent because most of the cars nru not 
equipped for feeding ami Watering in 
transit."

Like the Iteport of a Hut tie, 
A bulletin just issued by the Inter-. 
Mate Commerce Commission, giving au 
account of railroad accidents In the Unit- 
ed States during the mouth* of January, 
February and , March, lltori. reads like, 
tho report of some tierce battle, with Its 
long lists of. dead and wounded. It 
shows that during tlio quarter there were 
L'S passengers and liO-l employes killed 
and 1,051 passengers and i!,UU2 employes 
Injured In train accident*. In nil -3- 
persons .were killed and 11,7111 Uijiired. 

Other nceldents to passengers nnd em- 
ployes not tho result of collisions or deA 
rnilinohts bring the total number of cas- 
ualties up to 10,300—000 killed and 14,- 
iW7 Injured.

If you do 
not know what a dairy cow Is get 
some honest neighbor who docs to pick 
out two first class animals for you. 
Use tho best bull you can get, even If 
you have to go ten miles for him. The 
rulo of selection and common sense 
thereafter will produce a good herd 
every time. . 
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It Is our observation Hint the matur- 
ity and vigor of the hen are the chief 
things that have to do with a largu 
egg production. We must so feed that: 
the fowls will bo kept in n thriving 
condition and Unit their digestive or- 
gans will not be compelled to do a 
great deal of unnecessary work. Wo 
find that variety counts for a great 
deal. All of the following feeds a raj 
good If fed each In small quantities,' 
suggosts tho Midland farmer: Corn,, 
wheat, buckwheat, oats, barley, Un- 
seed meal, cotton seed meal, corn nsenl, 
gluten meal, meat nnd bone, alfalfa, 
beets, cabbage, rape. Wo might add 
others, but theso nre the principal 1 
ones. . 

If a mixture Is fed we are likely to. 
get the protein and fat formers about 1 
right in proportion. One of the best 
way a to help the birds to produce eggs 
Is to allow thorn to bunt for bugs and' 
pick green stuff as much ns possible. 



No ono wllt.ninke a mistake In rais- 
ing a liberal crop of carrots, no mat- 
ter what IiIb farm stock may be They 
are fed to great advantage to cows 
nnd horses, to sheep, swine and poul- 
try. For the larger animals and espe- 
cially for the horse, Here Is no better 
digestive. It Is safe to say that Worses 
fed a small ration of carrots twice or 
threo tlmca weekly will rarely- suffer 
from Indigestion, provided, of course, 
tbelr ration of grain nnd roughage Is 
half way decent. 



There Is no reason why corn and 
cob meal should not be fed to cattle, 
sheep nnd hogs. It can be fed to 
those classes of stock without regrlud- 
lag, though better results will, as a 
rule, follow re grinding, ns the particles 
ore finer and more quickly acted upon 
by the digestive juices. In a finely 
ground condition tbo sharp particles of 
tha, cob are .not so likely to Injure the 
digestive organs. One of the great ad- 
vantages of grinding the grnln nnd cob 
together Is that it lightens the grain, 
which Is rich and heavy and aot al- 
ways 'thoroughly digested and assimi- 
lated. Corn nnd cob mcnl will, of 
course, give bettor results, as a. rule, 
when fed In combination with other 
grains. 



The Manure Pile. 

A manure pile Just outside the sta- 
ble may not be much of an objection 
in ense of tbo beef steer or the horse,' 
but It 1b an objection when found! 
Just outside tho cow stable. In tho 
summer time thero Is always a' dis- 
agreeable odor rising from It, and If 
the cows have a partial ration of 
ground grain, tho flies that collect, 
about tbo manure pile are more nu- 
merous than In tho ordinary manure, 
pile. The manure should bo kept; 
nway from the stable during hot 
weather If at no other time. 

Every few days during the warm 
weather tho mnnuro should be hauled' 
nway and put where It will do tha> 
most good, preferably Jn the garden. 
When the. weather Is drying It is de- 
sirable to get it under ground as Boon 
as possible, I know a man .who Las' 
a covered box In ono end of his barn- 
yard, and into this ho throws the ma- 
jmre every day during tho ' summer- 
time. The box Is built of heavy plank; 
nnd has a cover to keep out tho 
files and keep In the smell, most of It. 1 
This Is perhaps the easiest way of . 
keeping tho manure pile from becom- 
ing a nuisance during summer. The 
only objection to the box is tha 
trouble of getting out the manure 
when It is to -bo hauled away.— Ho- 
bart Wilkin s, Andrew County, Mo., In 
Farmers' lie view. 



Dnclce Without Water. 

While It Is dim eu It to raise duck- 
lings without a stream of water lu 
which to swim, when these birds -come 
from a long line of pond-rnlsed ducks, 
It can be done with fair success if a 
little trouble Is taken. . Try tills plan; 
Let tbolr food be almost entirely a 
mash of corn, eats, bran and meat 
scraps with soma finely chopped vege- 
tables or grass well mixed through the 
mass, Feed this mixture iu shallow 
troughs or on clean, flat boards and 
have a number of Vessels of clean wa- 
ter close at hand where the ducklings 
may drink between mouthful s of the 
mnsb. ■ In other parts of their enclos- 
ure have vessels of clean and fresh 
water nt nil times, but not large 
enough for the in to get' into. 'Tho idea 
Is that if they have plenty of water 
to ; drink thgy will not wanfto swim In 
It very badly. The plan often workB, 
bonco it is Worth trying. 



Male Ins Strawberry Bed*. 

If tbo strawberry bed Is to be pre- 
served for cropping another year good 
enre must bo tnken of it during tha 
growing season nfter harvest of lbs 
fruit. In aomo sections and under cer- 
tain conditions it Is a good plan to 
burn tbo bed over after It has fruited. 1 
By pltclng heavy layers of straw on 
the bed and setting flro to it the old 
plants are destroyed, tho Insects nro 
burned up and the weeds killed. There 
h danger, however, In this plan of In- 
juring tbo young and tender plants. In 
most cases a better plan would be to 
mow. the plants to the ground and let 
them thoroughly dry then "cover ov 
them Just enough straw to carry the 
Came, set fire to It and thus .burn out 
what Is undesirable. 

If enre Is'taken not to havo top flerco 
a Are there will bo little danger to tho 
crowns of the plants, After this the cul- 
tivator should be put In use and the 
soil well cultivated both ways between 
the rows, so as to carer the plants 
slightly with the 'soil. With tho hoo 
all undesirable plants must then be de- - 
stroyed, together with tho weeds, of 
course. After this the plants should 
receive tho regulation clean cultivation 
until fall, when, If the work "has .been, 
well done, ono will have a nice lot of 
young plants well started, and which 
will go through the winter la : good 
shape.— Exchange.

Trichinae, like tho bubonic plague, 
Is spread almost entirely through tho 
medium of rats, says Major L. L. Sea- 
man, The) hog on Uie farm Is a great 
hunter of rots and ents bis victims. 
.He cats tbo rate Infected 'with trichino- 
sis and so contracts the disease. Oth- 
er rata, whenever Uiey get tho oppor- 
tunity, oat tho carcasses of bogs which 
havo died of trichinosis, and" so u 
vicious circle Is established nnd con- 
tinued from hog to rat nud rat to* hog. 
Then'agalu tho rats eat parts ot other 
dead rats, hnd It Is nlso true tti some 
cases thafhogs may eat parts of other 
lings that' have been Infected with 
trichinae. So there are really threes cir- 
cles in which this disease moves — ono 
Is tho' large eno„ made up of hogs and 
rats, iand the/ others are smaller, one 
of them being ruade.up of hogs and the 
otbor' of. rats .exclusively. The two 
smaller ones, howover, are tangent to 
tho. larger circle and tberoforo sim- 
ply widen its radius.

Case of Pie Versus Tart. 
Usage alone must decide the Issue 
between "plo" and "tart," which has 
returned to us with the gooseberries.

All the "pies" seem to go 
back to the original one, the magpie

and white aspect come "pled" and 
"piebald." The old ordinal or service 
book was called "pica" or "pie" be- 
cause of the appearance of the black- 
letter type on the white page; and the 
edible plo, having equally mixed con- 
tents, may have' been christened after 
this by medlaval humor. Printers' 
language retains both "pica" for, a 
kind of typo and "pie" for type all 
Jumbled up. — London Chronicle.

affluent of tho Han river Is reached, | 
Is the wheelbarrow, There is no 
doubt that a good cart road could be! 
easily mode, but whether It Is due 
to the fact that draft animals are not 
bred la any numbers or that from time 
Immemorial wheelbarrows havo been 
used, these latter alono hold the field . 
and no attempt has been made to con- 1 
struct road a suitable for any other 
form of wheeled vehicle. T^iese wheel- 
barrows, however, are by nb means to 
be despised as a means of transport 
Hundreds of them were passed by us, 
each loaded with at least flvo and 
often seven or eight of the bales of 
narrow cotton cloth made tn tho sur- 
rounding districts, each of these bales 
weighing about seventeen pound a. One [ 
man woutd -.wheel a barrow carrying 
350 pounds and' make his twelve to 
twenty miles a day, more than double 
the amount which the government 
pack mule Is allowed to carry In In- 
dia, and the same human beast of bur- 
den will go on making the Journey 
cheerfully. day in and day out, without 
any halts for lameness or sore backs. 

"My admiration for the Chinese coo- 
lie Is unbounded; there Is no man In 
the world who does the same patient, 
laborious work so cheerfully. Farther 
on, when we came to the mountainous 
watershed country, where only back 
loads ore possible, I became still more 
confirmed In this opinion. Often after 
a long and weary day with the -sur- 
veyors, In the course of which we 
'would have climbed up from 6,000 to 
8,000 feet, and made several such as- 
cents and descents, having, perhaps, 
been on tbo move from 5 tn the morn- 
ing until dUBk, we would- come in, 
rather inclined to pat ourselves an tho 
back at the thought of what a hard 
day's work we had successfully ac- 
complished, only to And- that the Chi- 
nese coolies had made as good time, 
each man having covered nearly* as 
much ground with a lond of 100 
pounds on his back. This done on a 
few. bowls of rice and bean curd; for 
a wage of less than nlneponee (IS 
cents). 

"Then, on their arrival, one might 
have thought that the coolies would 
have been glad to rest; but if, as was 
often the case where accommodation 
was limited, I slept In the same house, 
I found to my annoyance that to retire 
to bed was far from their thoughts 
and that my sleep was often disturbed 
by the noise they made as they sat 
up gambling long post midnight and 
yet they would be again on the road 
before 6 in the morning, having risen 
to make up their loads and' get their 
food cooked before 6 o'clock."

British Officer Says Nature Is Not 
the Sole Regulator. 

To n recent Issue of tho British 
Medical Journal Major It. F. E. Austin 
of Imtarfa, Malta, contributed a paper 
on commonly overloked factors In 
vocal mechanism, In which he asserts 
that the universal Idea that all' natur- 
ally' possess either good, bad or indif- 
ferent voices la wrong and contends 
that nature 1b directly responsible for 
one and only ono of these conditions, 
and that the others mast be attri- 
buted to man's unconscious departure 
from nature's laws. 

It will be nows to many that by 
far the greater number do. not possess 
full control of the adductor muscles of 
the cords and are therefore unable to 
place and keep the cords In the most 
appropriate position quickly. The. 
author asserts that It Is' surprising 
what a number of professional voice 
users, as well as 'amateurs, fail in this 
respect According to his thinking, 
the majority of voices are lost not 
from overwork but as a result of Im- 
proper emission. 

Major Austin contends that In or- 
der to obtain quickly the thorough 
control of any muscles or set of mus- 
cles they should be developed by brisk 
movements, which fully contract then 
In the case of the adductor muscles 
of tho cords this can only bo done by 
using the voice In a most Inartistic 
although physiological manner. That 
Is to say, words .should bo. sung 
or spoken' quickly . in acute pene- 
trating tones ("pat-a-wat-quack" be- 
givon as an excellent phrase for 
the ' purpose.) .The voice should. be 
extended up and'. down, note by 
note, in this manner until the limits 
of the compass are reached. Classi- 
fication into .soprano, baritone, etc., 
should not be attempted before this 
has been done.

No other American has kopt a sharp- 
er eyo upon shipping developments 
In the Interval than be. 

Capt Samuels and the Dreadnought 
In 1859 mode better time than Capt. 
Barr and the Atlantic In 1005. This Is 
a matter of history. The exploits of 
the "wild boat of tho Atlantic," as his 
ship' was known to the superstitious 
tars of her day, are written In the 
chronicles of Gotham. Her nine days 
and seven toon hours between New 
York and Queenstown was a much 
Bprlgb tiler performance than Barr 'a 
twelve days, four hours and three 
minutes between New. York nnd the 
Lizard. - 

A wonderful creature was the Dread- 
naught Longfellow, .who saw her once 
off Nantucket under' royals, called her 
a "while eagle skimming the wave." 
Mayne Reld got. Inspiration for a tale 
from her dashing runs; John Boyle 
O'Reilly used to toast her memory at 
clambakes, and there was a British 
consul, a friend of Robert Louis Ste- 
venson, who persuaded that novelist 
to promise to put tho Droadnaught In 
a story of castaways on the Island of 
Terre del Fuego, off whoso dismal 
shores she met. her fate In 1869, 

Meanwhile Capt Samuels- — of. the 
same stuff as John Paul Jones of the 
Bon Homme Richard — risen to observe 
that there can be no fnlr racing be- 
tween unevenly matched vessels with- 
out a time allowance. Some landsmen 
will agree with him, even if all sea- 
men don't.
